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A  TOKEN  OF  CAMP  GIFFORD

"Camp  Gifford  is  located  a  few  miles  south  of  Omaha  on  historic 
Child's  Point.  It  is  accessible  by  Burlington  Passenger  Train, 
by  auto  road,  and  by  delightful  hike  of  1  1/2  miles  through  the 
beautiful  Fontenelle  Forest  Reserve." 

So  began  i  section  of  the  OMAHA  SCOUT  NEWS  of  May  1,  1928.  The 
paper  was  ‘promoting  the  nine  year  old  camp  that  boasted  such 
features  as  a  dining  hall  capable  of  holding  125  Scouts  and  a 
cement  swimming  pool  50  yards  long  and  42  feet  wide. 

The  camp  was  founded  by  principals  in  the  young  Fontenelle  Forest 
Association,  the  main  benefactor  being  Dr.  Harold  Gifford,  who 
financed  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  Child's  Point  area,  108 
acres  of  which  was  to  be  set  aside  for  a  Boy  Scout  Camp.  If  such 
camp  was  abandoned  in  the  future,  the  land  would  revert  to  the 
Fontenelle  Forest  Association. 

In  1919,  through  fund  raising  events.  Dr.  Gifford  was  repaid  by 
the  Association  and  the  camp  became  a  reality. 

Child's  Point  had  been  the  site  of  a  logging  and  sawmill 
operation  from  as  early  as  1855  and  was  located  adjacent  to  the 
Missouri  River  in  a  section  of  what  is  now  Bellevue,  Nebraska. 
The  Fontenelle  Forest  Association  acguired  the  land  from  Charles 
Child's  estate. 

As  noted  above  the  best  way  to  get  to  the  camp  from  Omaha  was  by 
passenger  train.  A  round  trip  ticket  was  50  cents.  To  many  boys 
this  was  probably  part  of  the  great  adventure  of  the  camp  itself. 

By  1920  the  activities  at  Camp  Gifford  were  in  full  swing  and 
along  with  outdoor  events,  athletics  and  various  crafts,  one  of 
the  camp's  goals  was  the  nurturing  of  the  campers'  personalities 
toward  a  positive  end.  Toward  that  goal.  Camp  Gifford  fostered  a 
mystic  organization  for  selected  initiates  yearly,  the  name  of 
the  mysterious  group  called  Nani-Ba-Zhu.  In  that  year,  1920,  two 
names  are  notable.  One  boy  selected  was  Harold  Gifford  Jr.  the 
son  of  the  camp's  namesake.  The  other  boy  was  a  15  year  old 
youth  representing  Troop  #63.  His  name  was  Henry  Fonda. 

The  token  I  have  from  Camp  Gifford  is  of  aluminun,  round, 
measuring  20mm  in  diameter.  On  the  obverse  of  the  token  are  the 
words  "Camp  Gifford,  Boy  Scouts  of  America,"  within  a  circle. 
The  reverse  carries  the  information  "Good  for  Ic  In  Trade."  The 
words  are  inside  a  circle  which  itself  is  inside  another  cirle  of 
denticles. 

I  personally  am  not  aware  of  how  many  other  denominations,  if 
any,  besides  the  one  cent  piece  were  issued.  Nor  am  I  aware  of 
exactly  how  the  tokens  were  used.  In  the  1928  article  cited 
above,  mention  is  made  of  a  canteen  card  that  was  available  to 
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campers  with  which  to  purchase  candy  from  the  camp  store.  It  is 
possible  that  such  a  token  could  have  been  used  as  change  al.^o. 

The  Camp  Gifford  tokens  are  extremely  scare.  Only  eight 
specimens  are  recorded  from  the  thirty-six  collectors  cited  in 
George  Hosek ' s  "Nebraska  Merchant  Trade  Token,  Town/Place  Rarity 
Listing,"  Fourth  Edition,  1989. 

Curiously  enough,  my  token  came  from  a  "junk"  tray  of  an  antique 
store  in  central  Nebraska.  How  it  may  have  arrived  there  is 
another  little  mystery. 

Camp  Gifford  is  now  gone,  having  been  abandoned  in  1947  after  it 
was  covered  by  flood  waters.  Recently  a  group  of  students 
attempted  to  map  out  the  now  silt-covered  camp  site  using  as  one 
of  their  guide-posts  the  still  standing  water  tower.  The  water 
tower,  the  little  token  and  fonner  campers'  memories,  these  are 
treasured  reminders  of  a  once  loved  adventure  of  the  great 
outdoors  in  a  camp  by  the  river  south  of  Omaha.
